The price now being asked by
many fertilizer companies for acid
Phosphate ig extremely high, some
companies still asking as much as $30
per ton for this material while others
have sold acid phophate as low as
$18.00 per ton, we believe that far-
nierg will be able to get all the acid
phosphate they need for $18.00 or
less. The Government has called the
attentio n of fertilizer companies to
the fact that acid phosphate could be
eold for $16.00 per ton.

Ordinarily we do not believe that
